Tbe Bank—Humor*. 


There has been some little stir in this city, 


for a day or two, occasioned by rumors that 
and injunction was to be put on the Wis- 
consin Marine and Fire Insurance Company, 
to suspend its operations, take its assets out of 
the control of its stockholders, and compel 
them to wind up business at once, finally.— 
How this was to be done, was not clear to the 
understanding of common people, like our- 
self; because we supposed an injunction could 
only be granted by the Court in open session, 
and neither the County nor District Court is 
now in session here. But we were assured it 
would be done somehow] and it was finally 
whispered about that Judge Larabee, who 
chanced to be in the city, had come for that 
specific purpose. 


It is also said that Attorney General Coon, 


winning to dihtinguish himself, and relieve the 
dullness of his administration, by a slight 


pisode from the usual routine of his arduous 


duties, before retiring from office, had con- 
ceived the bright idea of calling in a Judge 
from a neighboring District, to put a quietus 
on the Bank. We can hardiy "believe such a 
report, for Mr. Coon has been tbe law officer 
of the State tome 15 months, and be must 
liave been shamefully negligent, to let the 
Bank go on this time, doing its usual business, 
when he could have " shut up" the concern 
at any time by importing a Judge from anoth- 
er Circuit. Even the chance of securing a 
re-election, by so late a repentance for such a 
sin of omission as he has been guilty of, seems 
too slight to strengthen the report, that the 
origin of the present uneasiness among bill- 
holders, may be stated in legal phrase, thus: 
Coon vs. the Bank. 


Will our readers permit us to stale, in a 


few words, our views '/ 


As an abstract principle, we are not in 


favor of Banks. 
If all the States would 


agree to it, we should be glad to see Banks 
of circulation entirely dispensed with. 
But 


for one State to exclude all Banks, while the 
rest establish Banks, is—so it seems to us—to 
place herself at the mercy of the rest, -and 
compel her to be tributary to them. It be- 
comes then, a .mere practical question : shall 
we use the depreciated currency of the other 
States and of Canada, or have a currency of 
our own, under our own control, and guaran- 
tied so as to secure the holders of it against 
loss ? 
On this point, honest men may differ.

LEGAL QUIBBLING. 


E. G. RYAN, Esq., was one of the oppo- 


nents of Land Limitation, in the recent de- 
bate at Gardiner's Hall, and was the strong 
man relied on to overthrow the arguments in 
favor of Land Reform. 
He made his speech 


with tbe same vehemence with which be 


formerly declaimed against Homestead Ex- 
emption in the Constitutional Convention— 
and then slunk away from tbe discussion, 
thinking, like the ostrich, that, if his head was 
out of sight, nobody could see him. Mr. Van 
Amringe replied to him at the opening of the 
meeting, next evening, and annihilated his 
attempted argumentation, and challenged him 
and his friends to prove bis position; but he 
never attempted it, and now, two weeks and 
three days after Mr. Van Amringe had an- 
swered him, Mr. Ryan, instead of replying 
through our columns, where the debate is re- 
corded, sends his defense to a paper which 
took no interest in tbe discussion, and never 
alluded to it after it was concluded. 


Mr. Ryan, justifies himself for accusing us 


of wishing to confiscate and take away the 
lands of the land owners without compensa- 
tion, by saying, that Wilson's bill provided for 
confiscating lands without compensating any 
one but the informer—that is, any one who 
violated the law should bo punished, as usur- 
ers are in some States. 


When culled on to engage in the discus- 


sion, we were told by the Committee, that the 
principle of Land Limitation was to be de- 
bated, without reference to Wilson's bill. We 
took that ground in the discussion, through- 
out. But Mr. Ryan—with the true instinct 
of a special pleader—chose to raise a false is- 
sue, and fight a man of straw. 
And to our 


charge of making a false accusation, be replies, 
that he will leave it to ourself and Mr. Van A. 
to adjust the credit of those falsehoods. They 
are Ms, and how much credit he will gain by 
them, we leave the public to decide. 


Mr. Ryan made the legal objection that the 


titles to lands in this State had all been de- 
rived from the United States, and that the 
United States had guarantied tdose lands to 
the purchasers and to their heirs forever, and 
that therefore the State bad no right to pass 
any law interrupting tbe perpetuity of their 
descent, and that such legislation would be 
null and void. 
That was the point he made, 


and this point he claimed, with an air of as- 
surance and triumph—such as only a lawyer 
can assume-had been decided by the Supreme 
Court in the case of Wilcox vs. Jackson. We 


we could represent, on paper, the ges- 


tures and looks of the legal gentleman while 
reading and commenting on an extract from 
this decision. It's a sort of brazen argument 
lawyers often use, when destitute of any more 
convincing reasons. We thought at the time, 
that Mr. Ryan might as well Lave read from 
an old Almanac, for the purpose of supporting 
his position, and our subsequent examination 
of the case confirmed our first opinion. 


The question before the Court was simply, 


whether the title to the land in dispute still 
belonged to tbe United States, or whether it 
had passed to, and vested in tbe occupant; 
and the Court decided that tbe United States 
had never conveyed the title to the occupant, 
and that the laws of tbe 'United States settle 
the question whether the title has passed or 
not; and that a certificate of tbe Register of 
a Land Office, given in violation of these laws, 
could not confer a title. This is the whole of 
the case. And Mr. Ryan represented tbat 
the Court bad decided, in this case, that the 
State could not interfere with tbe descent or 
devise of estates, or in any way aliennte them 
fiom the owner and his heirs. And with an 
assumption which nothing could have furnish- 
ed him, but long practice at brow-beating, 
added to au overweening conceit of himself, 
and a supreme contempt for his opponents, be 
publishes in the Wisconsin a part of the decis- 
ion of the Court in that case, contraiening 
his own position, and by the aid of italics and 
small caps, and by omitting entirely tbe point 
for which he quoted it, he endeavors to re- 
lieve himself from tbe charge of misrepresen- 
tation, which has been fastened upon him.— 


Mr. Van Amringe, in reply, read " the en- 


tire passage " which Mr. Ryan quotes. The 
U. S. Supreme Court dittdecide, (see 516th 
page 13 Peter's Reports, middle of last para- 
grapla,) in regard to lands and other property 
owned by thu citizens of Illinois, tbat " that 
State has an undoubted right to regulate the dis- 
position of the property of her citizens by DE3- 
'CENT, DEVISE or ALiEXATiox,"—a decision 
in direct opposition to tbe position of Mr. Ryan. 
There may be more flagrant cases of misre- 
presentation at the bar,—though it would ar- 
gue great contempt of tbe Court to make 
them—but a grosser one in a public discut- 
gion between honorable men, we never wit- 
noaaed. 


We did not quote from the " marginal 


note," but from a synopsi* of tbe decision con 
taining almost tbe identical words of tbe de- 
cision itself. We now give it entire—see 
page 617, Pelen'Report: "Whenever, ac- 
cording to those (U. S.) laws, the title (to 
land) shaft hs*e passed, then tbat property, 
ttlm all otter property ht the State, is subject 
to Bute kgHUtion," and we omitted tbe fbl- 
lowbq; pro*J»t *bkh Mr. Ryan charges us 
with " wilfully tupprttti*y,H vie: «So *ur as 


tbat legislation is consistent with tbe admis- 
sion tbat tbe title passed and vested according 
to the laws of the United States," because it 
had no relevancy to the question, but was a 
m«re saving clause denying to the State the 
right to confirm land titles which have not 
been derived from tbe United States in ac- 
cordance with United States laws—a mere 
prohibition of the confirmation by tbe State 
of illegal land titles—a simple declaration 
tbat the State should not defraud tbe United 
States. That, and nothing more. 
If Mr. 


Ryan's interpretation was the true one, tbe 
State could never take a foot of land for a 
Canal, or a Rail Road, or for any otbjr pub- 
lic purpose. 


Mr. Van Amringe's statements and proofs 


were submitted to a full house, on two con- 
secutive evenings. Mr. Ryan doubtless knew 
what they were, and is inexcusable if he did 
not, and it is rather late for him, two and a 
half weeks afterward, to deny them in the pa- 
pers. 


We assure Mr. Ryan that we know how to 


read, and can construe ordinary sentences, 
though we do publish a newspaper, and tbat 
the bluff game, though it may pass current at 
the bar, and serve bis purpose among his 
brother lawyers, will not win him a suit at 
the public tribunal. We are not surprised 
that he is ashamed of his disquisition and self- 
contradictions on the subject of natural rights, 
nor is it strange that an opponent, who man- 
ifested so much irritability of temper in a 
public discussion, should flounce a little thro' 
the columns of the Wisconsin, two or three 
weeks afterward. In closing this article, we 
give friend Ryan the benefit of tbree parting 
suggestions : 


1. Never despise your opponent, after agree- 


ing to discuss a question with him on equal 
terms. 


2. Men petted into greatness are apt to be- 


come intolerant and overbearing. 


3. Never plead indifference to the criti- 


cisms of the press, and then falsify your plea, 
by a labored defense of yourself against those 
criticisms.

naught but the hum of busy industry to dis- 
turb the quietude of the place.

SUBSTITUTE FOB THE POTATOE. — The 


failure of the potatoe crop three or four years 
ago — and the fears which exist lest the dis- 
ease may be a permanently recurringone, if not 
too deep-seated to be ever eradicated — have 
led to many investigations and experiments 
with a view to replace it by some other escu- 
lent or substance that will equally answer its 
functions in the animal economy. Oatmeal, 
Indian Corn, and saw-dust have been tried — 
but without success. More recently the land 
of the potato has been searched for substi- 
tutes: and two tubers have been sent over to 
France by the French Consul at the repub- 
lic of Eacuador, which are supposed to pos- 
sess many of the requisite qualities. 
The 


hocas is in the form of a kidney — is red and 
yellow in the fruit — and tastes like a chestnut. 
The Mitlico is more like a potato both in 
form, taste and color. These are both now 
growing in the Jardin des Plantes : the first 
facts needful to be ascertained being, whether 
they will grow in these latitudes and propa- 
gate with sufficient rapidity. The experi- 
ment is one of much human interest. The 
root must possess a rare combination of good 
q ualitics, which shall succeed i.n taking the 
place of the potato. The latter is nutritive, 
fecund; healthy, pleasant to the taste, and 
mixes easily with almost every other kind of 
food. It is remarkably cheap, will grow in 
ncorly all climates, and preserves its virtues 
longer in its natural condition than most tu- 
bers. Still, the bounty of nature cannot be 
presumed to be exhaustible. • The world went 
on a long time indifferently well "without the 
r-otato — still longer without tea or coS'ee. — 
There was a civilization before the silk-worm 
was discovered, and sugar is a modern im- 
provement in diet. Nature, beyond doubt, 
has many wonders yet in her storehouses ; 
and if there be nothing new under the sun in 
the sense absolute, there are many things 
which are so relatively. The hocas may, for 
aught we know, supercede the potato.

If their contributions came chief- 
ly from manufacturers, we should, of course, 
set them down as high tariff men; if they 
were paid by steam companies, we should ex- 
pect to see them very strong for large mail 
contracts. And thus there would be no end 
to the corruption of our politicians. 


Every man who would preserve the repub- 


lican simplicity and purity of our govern- 
ment, should raise his voice against this doc- 
trine. No talents or genius can consecrate it. 
Let our public servants be rewarded so as to 
place them above want. If they demand more 
—if from luxurious habits, from the pressure 
of debt or other causes, they desire and seek 
more, they are not safe depositories of political 
power. 
Moral purity, exemption from de- 


grading desires and tastes, simple and refined 
habits are as essential in a public man as 
great intellect and splendid genius.
